Navy Hero 


One of the greatest stories of the war 
so far remains in partial oblivion. An 
unidentified young negro hero swam in 
shark infested waters with a rope around 
his body pulling a raft filled with wound- 
ed white sailors. With super-human 
courage and strength, the negro youth 
towed the raft from one of our sunken 
ships to the distant shore. If he had 
been a white man, his name would have 
been secured, heralded over the air 
waves, and he would have been brought 
home to be feted and be-medaled by the 
President. 


However, since he is a negro, 


the 
Navy, up to the time of this writing, in 


its traditional undemocratic way, has 
not only refused honor to this hero but 
also has declined even to give him a 
name. The communists and other rad- 
ical elements who are working upon 
negro sentiments are beginning to play 
up the incident, and they may force the 
Navy’s hand.

Oil Rights in Venezuela 


We have received a tip that Venezuela, 
where millions of American dollars are 
invested in the oil business, is thinking 
of repeating what Mexico did to Ameri- 
can oil interests when it kicked out the 
United States operators and took over 
the wells for the good of Mexico instead 
of for the good of American oil million- 
aires. The Good Neighbor policy seems 
to work both ways. 

It is true that American oil men have 
been generous in pay and dividends to 
native interests and employees but the 
basic question remains, “Whose oil is it 
anyway?” The bribe given a political 
leader twenty years ago for development 
rights does not satisfy awakened, subse- 
quent generations. 


Prediction 


Behind the propaganda front of the United Nations war effort is a sharp cleav- 
age over war aims that should now be apparent to any close observer. President 
Roosevelt has made it increasingly clear that American arms are being used for 
the freedom of all people. He has finally, after many months of hesitation, in- 
dicated that the Atlantic Charter must apply to all peoples everywhere. In the 
meantime the Tory group in London has shown by many pronouncements, as you 
have no doubt seen in the papers, that it does not intend the Atlantic Charter 
to apply to any of the millions of brown and yellow men conquered generations 
ago by the same military brutality which characterizes all military conquests. 

Churchill, stung by some of the terse statements of American war aims made 
in Washington, sulkily replied that he did not become the King’s first minister 
to see the Empire disintegrate. At this sharp point of dissension between the 
old world and the new, you will find the crux of events in the coming months. 
Watch it closely ... it is here that the foundations of the next big war will likely 
be laid; perhaps before this war is over, unless the dreams of a free people and 
their leaders, who have built their national economy without the exploitation of 
masses of subject people, can prevail. The past dies hard. 

The fuse to light such a bomb is India. There is going to be a real explosion 
in that country. The recent victories of the United Nations, with the support of 
American arms and men, has caused a resurgence which is uniting all the fac- 
tions in India—Moslem, Hindu, Gandhiites and anti-Gandhiites—in a new wave 
of bitterness and hatred against the British. This fact, of course, is being sup- 
pressed but from information we have received from our listening posts on Asiatic 
affairs, we predict that when Japan is defeated and American forces removed from 
India, the British will pay dearly for their tendency to assert continued imperi- 
alistic arrogance upon the strength of American arms. 

Churchill has openly admitted that Britain could not hold India without Ameri- 
can aid, but Americans are in Asia to defeat Japan and not to perpetuate ex- 
ploitation. The British are failing to realize that when American arms are re- 
moved from their support, six hundred million yellow and brown men will not 
remain in the mold in which war emergencies now hold them. We freely predict 
a series of explosions that will rob London’s present leadership of much of its 
present aura of wisdom and nobility. 


Japanese Colonial Policy 


It is being admitted in diplomatic circles that in the Asiatic Dutch colonies 
the Japanese already have been extremely successful in propagandizing against 
the white men. We are getting only one side of the story—the story of Japanese 
atrocities. We are not hearing how the Japanese, while they ruthlessly enforce 
discipline, are just as successfully playing up to native sympathies and abilities 
in the exploitation of the rich resources of these territories for the benefit of 
Asiatics instead of white overlords. The Japanese program along that line is 
going over far more successfully than is being admitted. 


Censorship Censored 


Have you noticed how the War Department has quit holding back news? We 
didn’t give space to the censorship struggle in Washington because the papers 
have been full of it; but it should be noted that those who feel the people have 
a right to know the facts without unnecessary delay won out over a War Depart- 
ment that had a philosophy of “We'll teli them when we get ready”. 

Behind the scenes right now in London end Washington another censorship 
row is on. Frankly, we think the blue pencil boys have gone nuts. American 
writers in England are fuming because of ihe absurd clampdown on important 
news that the British censors fear might hurt British-American relations. Vice 
versa, in Washington the Admiral Darlan situation was badly mangled by this 
see-sawing, until the worst possible angle of the news got out first. 


War and Morals 


Here are some of the facts that are being glossed over in our war era scene 
which must be brought to the attention of the Christian mind and corrected or 
this country is heading for a disastrous measure of social collapse when the 
inevitable period of disillusionment and readjustment, which must follow a war, 
comes. 

As a result of war influences, venereal diseases in England have risen to 70% 
above the pre-war figure. Officials of the Ministry of Hcalth have launched a 
drive for public enlightenment and government administered treatment for those 
afflicted. The same situation exists in America, as we have reported to you from 
time to time. 

Definite measures are now being taken to bring the problem under control. 
The man appointed medical director, Professor Wile of the University of Michigan, 
is an authority on venereal disease. A plan of control, similar to that worked

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Monopoly War 


The government charges against the A & P chain groceries 
is an anti-trust case which comes close to the average citizen. 
The big A & P Company is going to put up a whale of a fight 
and the results will be significant. Here is a condensed outline 
of the government’s charges: 

1. The use of the company’s vast assets to put new stores in 
choice community locations to sell at prices beneath the level 
of the rest of the chain until local competition has been broken. 

2. The systematic prevention of competition in trade areas 
by conniving with other chains to fix prices. 

3. The use of the company’s great buying power to force con- 
cessions in wholesale prices that smaller competitors cannot get. 

4. The spread of false publicity as to the company’s relation- 
ship with farmer, housewife and employees. 

To these specific charges were added many similar ones. The 
rich A & P owners are going to spend millions in publicity and 
newspaper advertising to gloss over the government charges 
but fundamentally these charges of monopoly have been abun- 
dantly justified. One proof is that when big corporations have 
faced such charges, although they usually spend millions deny- 
ing their guilt, they have also practically always instituted a 
hasty cleanup of the illegal practices that had put the govern- 
ment blood-hounds on their trail. 

There are further evidences that the government is making 
continued efforts to curb monopoly so that when the war is 
over, little business, which is being all but destroyed, will have 
a chance to come back. 

One case in point is the charge brought against the Bendix 
Aviation Corporation for alleged conspiracy with foreign con- 
cerns to control prices and shut out competitors in the manu- 
facture and sale of aircraft accessories and instruments. It is 
charged that this corporation has agreements covering a world- 
wide market with numerous concerns, among them German, 
Italian and Japanese companies. 

Furthermore, almost two hundred insurance companies, op- 
erating in an area covering twenty-four states, have been named 
as participants in a plan to monopolize the sale of fire insurance 
by the formation of an association which established complete 
control of that branch of the insurance business and fixed non- 
competitive premium rates. 

An example of war-profiteering was reported recently in the 
case of the Truman Investigating Committee’s charge against 
the official of a private steel-hauling firm which supplies steel 
to the large Maine shipyards. This official admitted making a 
$73,000 profit in war contracts on an original investment of 
$23,000. He has declared that he never expected his profits to 
amount to such a sum and states that he intends to return a 
large share of the gain to the government. 

Yet while one branch of the government pursues the pro- 
fiteers, another throws away the taxpayers’ dollars in such quan- 
tities as to make a racketeer blink. According to one story 
that has been floating around, the contract of a large New 
Orleans shipbuilder was cancelled by the Maritime Commission 
after he had expended $80,000 of the government’s money for a 
building necessary for the production of equipment called for 
in the contract. Later this same shipbuilder was granted a con- 
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tract to build war planes and found he needed the building. 
However, the Maritime Commission had already sold it for 
$15,000 to a private firm which was tearing it down. Asked 
to stop this wrecking operation, the Commission stated that 
legally nothing could be done. So far the government has lost 
$65,000 on the deal. 

In the meantime, big corporations are using the war as ex- 
cuse to avoid prosecution by pulling wires with our “two-way 
government” which, in the Administration Department, to keep 
votes lined up, is all out for the little men and workers of 
America, and in the War Department, is all out for big business. 
This was clearly shown the other day when important represen- 
tatives of the Army and Navy Departments filed petitions urg- 
ing that the monopoly charges against several large chemical 
firms, among them E. I. duPont de Nemours & Company, Victor 
Chemical Company, Standard Oil of New Jersey and the Ameri- 
can Cyanamid and Chemical Corporation, be withdrawn until 
after the war. 


Deadlock 


An indication of the difficulty being experienced in ridding 
unions of racketeers is seen in the refusal of the board of the 
Painters, Decorators and Paperhangers union to oust Charles 
Youngblood as business agent. 

This summer Youngblood, who already has a long police re- 
cord, figured in a gun battle during which he shot and killed a 
fellow unionist. Mrs. Youngblood was killed in the same battle. 

Youngblood’s removal as union agent was requested by the 
State but the union’s general executive board declares it has 
not the power to comply with this request. Thus do the rac- 
keteers control the unions. When they get to positions of in- 
fluence, they get their pals on the boards of control and so can- 
not be dislodged. 


Jewish Army 


Have you noticed hints in the press and news weeklies of the 
arguments concerning an all-Jewish army for Palestine? Be- 
hind these arguments is one of the biggest inter-Israel rows of 
many years. World Jewry is split wide open over it. Petitions 
signed by thousands are flying about over the country; impres- 
sive sounding committees for Jewish armies or against Jewish 
armies are being formed; many of the greatest Jewish names 
in America are involved on both sides. 

The crux of it all is that the Jews who are Zionists realize 
that the Jewish settlements in Palestine are helpless before the 
waves of violence that may sweep the Near East at any time 
and that any military events there may very likely be used by 
the Arabs of Palestine as a smoke screen to cover a wholesale 
massacre of their despised Jewish neighbors. 

The British overlords of Palestine, who are forbidding the 
formation of a Jewish army, say that British arms will protect 
Palestine, but Jews know that in the past similar promises have 
often been shamefully unfulfilled. The question has opened up 
afresh the whole Zionist problem over which the Jews them- 
selves are hopelessly divided. Their hunger for a national home- 
land can certainly be understood as can the fears of others due 
to the dangers of trying to make a homeland in the heart of 
a volcano.
